LIME BRICK 


European War Interferes With Build- 
ing Activities and Checks Produc- 
tion in 1914, 

The condition of the sand-lime 
brick industry in the United States 
in 1914, according to figures gath- 
ered by the United States Geological 
Survey, was, on the whole, not en- 
tirely satisfactory to the manufac- 





turers, though in some _ states, not- 
ably in Florida and Indiana, consid- 
erable progress was made, The year 
opened with good prospects for a 
prosperous season, and many opera- 
tors reported that these prospects 
were in a fair way to be realized 
when conditions arising from the 
European war put a check to build- 
ing activities, and from that time 
forward business was reported poor. 

In 1914 the value of the output 
was $1,058,512, a decrease in value 
of $179,813 compared with 1913. 
Nine of the 23 states reporting mar- 
keted product in 1914 showed in- 
crease and .14 showed decrease in 
output. These increases and de- 
creases ik hii oh to no one sec- 
tion of the country, as Florida, In- 
diana, South Dakota and Wisconsin 
showed the principal increases, and 
California, the District of Columbia, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Texas and Washing- 
ton the largest decreases, 

Michigan continues to be the lead- 
ing state, the value of its product 
constituting more than 24 per cent 
of the total value of all sand-lime 
brick in 1914, and more than 25 per 
cent of the total in 1913. Minnesota 
was second in 1914, reporting 11.27 
per cent of the total value, and dis- 
placed New York, which was third, 





; With 10.17 per cent of the total} 
value. | 
The average price per thousand 


for common san@-lime brick was 
5.99 in 1914, compared with $6.27 in 
19138, $6.46 in 1912, and $6.09 in 1911. 
For front brick the average was 
$9.08 in 1914 and $10.61 in 1913. 
The sand-lime brick industry has 
been established in the United 
States since 1901, when the first 
plant was started at Michigan City, 
Ind. Since that time it has passed 
through the various stages of a new 
industry. In the beginning it suf- 
severely from the “boomer,” 
whose glittering promises to make 
brick for a few dollars a thousand

AUTO LICENSE BILL IS PASSED 


BY SENATE 

The new metor vehicle act—- 
agreed upon at conference of au- 
tomobile people and state officials— 
passed the Senate Thursday by a 
vote of 25 to 7. The measure seeks 
to remove some of the objections to 
}the existing law by rearranging the 
rating of machines and doing away 
with the annual renewal of license 
number plates on automobiles, 

The revenue to be raised under the 
new law will amount to about $1,- | 
500,000 a year The motor vehicle 
department will be detached from 
the department of engineering. It 
}also does away with the present 
system of having the financial | 
transactions in connection with = se- 
curing licenses pass through = the 
state treasurer's office, The depart 
ment cost the state $151,000 last 
year, The new law will reduce this 
by about $100,000, The system of 
dividing auto license revenue equal- 
{ly between county and state road 
funds remain. 

The formula in rating horsepower 
known as the “association of li 
censed automobile manutacturers’ 
method,” applied last year, is adopt 
ed. Automobiles will be charged a 
fee of 40 cents per horsepower or 
fraction thereof Eleetries will pay 
a flat $5 fee.

Beans—Beans are tender plants. 
They can not endufe frost and will 
not stand transplanting well. It is 
best to wait and plant the seeds of 
this plant in the open where the 
plants are to grow, delaying the 
work until severe frosts are past.

The Board of Trustees hereby deter- 
mine that Serial Bonds shall be issued 
to represent assessments of Twenty-five 
($25.00) Dollars or over for the cost of 
the work and improvements as proposed 
in this resolution to be done. Said Serial 
Bonds shall extend over a_ period of 
Nine years from and after the 2nd day 
of January next succeeding the date of 
said bonds and an even annual propor- 
tion of the principal sum thereof shall 
be payable, by coupon, on the 2nd day
